“The War Department will, T am
iaformed, within n few days .puh‘linh
the pames of Pennsylvanians listed in
the Adjutant General’s office in Wash-
fogton an deserters under the draft law.

“T have protested to General Krow-
&sr, to the War Department and even
o Attornes General Daugherty against
this proceeding. The names have not
peen sifted out, There has been no
distinetion made.

“There are thousands of names on
this list of men who enlisted, who won
promotion, who died in France; of
others who were awalting a call to
service when the armistice was signed.
They will be branded as willful desert-
ers and onea go branded they can never
eface the disgrace.’

Tt wan Mafor William G, Murdoch,
former draft executive of the War De-
partment for Pennsylvania, who made
the foregoing impressive and sensa-
tional announcement.

speaks With Authority

Major Murdoch through the war was
tha Governmont draft representative in
Harrishurg. e is familiar with every
phase of the draft. Tlis statement fiu
all the mors important, therefore. as
tomlng from the highest authority in
the Commonwealth on the subject during
the war.

“The War Dapartment has never in-
westignted these cases, Tt has side-
steppad the issue on the score nf ex-
Lpense, lack of time or other futile rea-
wns,' Major Murdoch rontinued.

“Tt is trying to mnke a desk job out
o a condition that requires careful
#earch to save the reputations of thon-
sods of men who will be dishonored
by the publication of their names as
drafr deseriars,

Murdoch’s Recommendation

\ “As fnr back as September 8 Inst,
Ml response to a memorandum from
W Geoerel 1. 11, Crowder, Judge Advo-
[Reate Genernl, T wrote him :

I Of the 320,000 men reported as
deserters, 151,000 were  non-willful
desertors, as shown by information
atailnble nt the present time. If the
War Department je satisfied that
these men did not willfully ovade the
draft a proper notation should be
tnde on their record at Wanshing -
ton, n hlanket disclinrge given to this
tlass, and the matter enied.

Tie remaining 174,000 are classi-
fied as w(lifu] deserters. The reason
thes are classified as willful deserters
I8 because there in absolutely no in-
formution filed within the cover sheet
¢! the man's questionnalre which
would enable the department to de-
lermine the reason for the man's not
complring with the selective service
regulation,

“The War Department,”” continued
Major Murdorh, '*has never mnde any

“Strangs as it may seem, it was
nevertheless troe.'*  Mr.  (V(onnor
added, “'that he was gulded by con-
smiltation with the stars,"’

“TMergdoll is n coward.” hn «aid
studiously, *“‘He is being eredited with
being a dare-devil, but when it came to
being n dare-devil in the nrmy he was
not there,’*

“"He had a yellow streak.”” Chair-
man Peters put in.

“You, he was vellow,”” Mr, 0'Con-
nor replied.

Berrdoll, according to  (F'Connor,
wonld see how close he eould eome to
you and still miss you."" He said he
had n good understanding of human
nature, but was naturally a coward.

Detalls Reclted

The charncterization of Hergdoll was
presented to the committee by OV'Con-
nor as the result of wide experience in
following the slacker. He recited de-
taile of how Beegdoll had revealed his
sympathy for Germany in a letter to n
Philadelphia newspaper, When America
entered the war he recited how Herg-
doll evaded the deaft, how he was
eaptured and how he finally esenped,

Judge John W, Wescott, of Faddon-
field, N. J., reappearsd todny at nis
own request before the committen (o
reiterate he had never served at any
time as counmel for the slacker,

Bringing his wife and son and othier
witnesswes, Judge Wescott gald ther were
present to testify that after being nsked
to nusist the Dergdoll defense he con-
sulted them and it was on thelr advice
that lie refused the offer of employment,
made through the late D, Clarence Gib-
boney,

Relates Gibboney Conversation

“I want to say, regarding questlons
about my appearance before the Fedaral
Grand Jury at Philadelphia,”* the judge
snid, “‘that Gibboney told me he went
hefare the Grand Jury and testified that
T had no connection with the easo, ana
that iv why T was not enlled, @iib-
boney told me he declared to the Grand
Jury that any mau who attempted to

CHANGES MADE TO MEET
ALL LEGAL DIFFICULTIES

Philadelphians will “‘save daylight*'
and move the clock ahead an hour this
summer and every summeor heroafter {f

Council pnsses an ordinnnes  recora-
mended to |t today by its Committee
on Law. A

The ordinance makes daylight saving
mandatory in the City Government and
enlls upon all eitizens to conform to
the time fixed by the City for its af-
faira.

Though this cannot he made obliga-
tory, tha ordinanee is o drawn that it
is helieved most people will eonform
to the time whiech is made legal for the
municipality and its employes,

The ardinance reccived the approval
of the committee at a public hearing at
City Hall today. DBankers, professtonal
men, leaders in the city's business and
manufactures, women who have taken
n leading part in all projects for the
common good, were present when the

committee recommenided the passage of
the ordinance.

No Opposition

Among the prominent persons whe
epoke for daylight saving were Levi I,
Itue, Robert D, Dripps, A, A, Chris-
tinn, Dr., Charles fart, Mra,
Willls Martin and E, T. Stoteshury.
There was unanimity in advocacy of
daylight saving, tha only question be-
ing of a method to aceomplish it withe-
out vielating the Act of Assembly re
perving to the State the power of fix-
ing thme,

Thi= diffieulty was avolded by making
the ardinance mandatory only upon the
City Government. Council has a legal
right to fix the time at whieh its func-
tions shall commence and jts employes
go to work, Tt alse has o right to make
a recommendation Lo the citizens, which
i® not binding in law, but none the less
will be adhered to by virtunlly every

one,
